The  American  grown  Narcissus  featured  on  these  pages  are 
produced  by  us  on  our  own  farms  on  Long  Island  and  by  our  con- 
tract growers  in  other  sections  of  the  Atlantic  Seaboard.  We  deter- 
mined after  careful  experiments  that  some  sections  were  particu- 
larly adapted  to  certain  varieties  and  as  a result  we  have  made 
the  largest  plantings  of  the  different  kinds  wherever  they  would 
do  best.  We  believe  that  the  members  of  our  organization  have 
a broader  and  longer  experience  in  the  production  of  American 
grown  Narcissus  bulbs  than  anyone  in  the  country.  The  bulbs  will 
not  run  as  large  as  those  formerly  imported  from  Holland,  but  are 
very  sound  and  much  heavier  and  have  shown  splendid  flowering 
percentages  in  all  of  our  tests.  Most  of  these  varieties  will  bloom 
from  a week  to  ten  days  earlier  than  the  bulbs  formerly  imported, 
but  we  urge  growers  to  proceed  with  caution  on  early  forcing  tests 
and  do  some  experimenting  with  small  lots  rather  than  risk  large 
plantings  in  an  attempt  to  better  the  early  flowering  record.
